I'resi- 
dent Lynch and \'ice-l'resiilent llaAvkes 
were directed to act witli all local unions 
where the working day exceeds eigiit 
hours ami secure observance of an eiglit- 
hour law.

tile reill^Latelnl■lll of the triparlilc agrec- 
nieiii. or they woiihl [iroliiliiL the use of 
the label of the 1 iilernatioiial Typo- 
graphical union.

THmj BLISINESS SITUATION. 

Hitherto in dealing with the busiuess 
.situation in tlie United States we hav 
pointed out only the euoniinus cluMig 
iu the trade balance, and the fact tliat 
that chauge was due to high prices which 
have had their inevitable effect of 
stiniulat iug iinixirts and reducing 
])orts. There is almost no question at 
all that these high prices, first induced 
'by a very active demaaid, have latterly 
been kept up by moans of ^borrowed 
money aud c-ombiuations, wliile tlio de- 
mand has lieeu steadily restricted. In 
irou aud steel for instance, the Uuite<l 
iStates has become a heavy importer 
rtgaiu, aud for tlie iron and steel wliich 
it has purchased, it lias paid at a level 
of prices; maintained liy money burn 
ed from the people who have ex|iorted 
tlje goods. This is made very clear by 
the fact that during the year euding 1st 
.hily hank loans in the United States 
increased .');'J(v),<)tM),()6o. During the saino 
time the specie in the bauds of the 
ibiiuks only increased $33,000,000, and 
there was a decrease iu the amount of 
legal tender lield. Any large demand 
made upon the Tuited .Stiites by for 
eigu creditors coubl not be met without 
nu immediate pressure by the banks 
upon their debtors, wliich pressure would 
only result in a financial panic. It is 
therefore iu the power of the I'orei 
creditors oC tlie L'nited 'States at the 
present time to precipitate u linaucial 
panic. It is needless to say that neither 
foreign creditors nor any other creditors 
cujoy liuaucial panics. liut circumstan- 
ces might easily arise where llie foreign 
creditor niiglit have lo s.-iy "I'ay.'' Then 
we should have a repi'tition of what haii- 
pened during the last panic. Everyone 
will remember tlial it was accompauied 
by social disorders and intellectual d 
lusions of the lunst udvauced type. \ 
demand arose for a debased currency. 
|\Vall street was accused of beiug 
league with European bankers to prevent 
the .Vmericiiii people from having as 
much money as they could siiend. ICvcry 
phantasy that a suffering people who did 
•not know why they were suffering could 
invent, was seized upon by them as a 
correct diagnosis of their disease. They 
were oblivious to the fact that over- 
capitalization, iullatiou of jirices, and 
consequent lu.vury, cannot go on forever 
Jike a great snowball of prosperity, 
long as man continues to be limited by 
what he can wring fnmi !iis motlier 
the Earth as to all the ubjects of ma- 
terial wealth he can use aud enjoy.

Buildings 'For Erection of Wlii< h Ten- 
tiers Are 'Reiiig Called. 

The plans for. the reformntorv to be 
bunt by the Provincial government near 
\ aiicouver, tenders for which are being 
called show a very pleasing looking eot- 
t.-,ge btiddiiig of two and a half stories, 
with a roomy basement; a school house 
and a large barn, for the bovs at the 
rclormalory are to be taught" fanniii" 
•■imoag other useful occiijiatioiis. The 
cottage IS to be of hriek, with stone 
fouiidalmiis. in fact the foundation of 
the mam building has alreadv been com- 
pleted by ii sei)ar;ite onutraet. 'I'lie lirst 
(OOP of the cottage is given over to 
day moms, ofllce, library, kitchen, din- 
ing rooms, .bake liouse, wash and clean- 
ing rooms, lavatoru's and (larlor. and 
the second floor to dormitories, of which 
there will be two, a sick ward, bath 
rooms and bedrooms for the attondMiits 
Tho 'ba.seineut will be taken up almost 
entirely wdth the heating apiiaratiis al- 
though there will also be store rooms 
there. The barns :uiil sclmol house are 
some distance from the .main buildiii" 
around which there is lot.s'of room. !',:"d 
which is within easy reiicli of the' s:ilt 
water. In fact it is nil ideal situation 
for the institution. It will be readv 
Cor occupation in the spring. 



The City council sitting us a commit- 
tee on roads, streets am! liridges last 
night, brought the long drawn out agony 
of who, wiiich and what in coniieetion 
with the I'oiiit Kllice bridge to au end, 
and directed the city clerk to prepare an 
ailvertisenient calling for tenders. In 
coiiforiiiity with this decision, such :i 
notice is published in this issue. T'lius, 
as tlio Y.-mkees would say, was "'iiassed 
to print" the invitation to build the 
bridge. 

A lengthy disctigsion -of a more or less 
informal character took xilace before the 
resolution instraeting the city clerk as 
above mentioned avus passed. This mu- 
tual ia)mparing of notes arose on the 
reading of a letter from ill. 1'. Bell, 
dated .Inly 31, accompanying the plans 
ami siieciticati.ins fur the I'oint Kllice 
briil;,'(i; also one from the street rail- 
way coiiipany, siatiic.' that the plans 
Were satisfactory to tlleni. 

The qiii'slion arose as to who was to 
u'liarantee the quality, etc., of the ma- 
terial put into the bridge, when .Mr. 
Hell, who was presoiii, slated that the 
usual pl.-iii has to have an inspector in 
Ihe I'^.'ist, who would make wliai tests 
and measurements were necessary, and 
whose tisunl fee was about iSl iier ton 
iif the material used in tho bridge. It 
was lignred out that this would iiieun 
about .'>t!,"jO for tlio job, and as this is 
the arrangement which it is understood 
that the provincial government have i 
iiiaile with res|iect to tlie .New Westmin- 
ster stnictiire. it is the practice that 
will donblless be followed here. The 
bridge coiii|iIete, that is the superstruc- 
ture, has been esliniated to weigh 
l,:illi).ll(HI piiiiii.ls, and .Mr. Bidl stated 
for tho iiiforniation of the meetiug. that 
the tenders for the .Vew Westminster 
bridge would belietween ■j'/i and C cents 
per pound, this iueliidiiig two expensive 
draws; so that it was assumed by some 
of the aldermen last night that it would 
be safe to -figure 'On the Victoria siiper- 
striii-tiire costing not more tliaii 5 cents 
per pound, which would give .'?ti5,UU0 as 
Ihe tirobable cost, or ,'?7.S,(X)U, if tho price 
was t! cents jier iioiiiid. 

Ill this connection .Md. Worthingtoii 
stated^ that so far as could be learned, 
the Kasteru mills bad orders now on 
hand suUlcicut to keep them rnuuing for 
till' iii'.\t twelve months, and .\ld. (!ra- 
hame nddeil that it seemed impossible 
to get tho material necessary owing to 
the^ lack of a sullic'ient suiiji'ly of steel. 

The copy of the siiecitioat itms as iire- 
Iiared by .Mr. Bell and approved bv the 
city solicitor aud city engineer, was" then 
taken up, aud certain of the sections 
read over. Tenderers Avill 'be expected 
to provide a- marked check for ^!2,0l)U 
when submitting their proposals, and to 
liud security for $20,000 for the due pei- 
ioniiaiico of tho work, should the con- 
tract he awarded them. Six weeks will 
be allowed in which to prepare idans. 
iiml the bridge must be completed and 
ready for trallic within si\- montbs of 
the dale of signing the contract. 

;SiiiiH> coiiimeiii was made oil the inter- 
prelation of the agreement which had 
lieeii entered into with the street raii- 
way company. The city solicitor stated 
that that comiiaiiy had agreed to ]iay 
L!."i iier cent: of the net cost of the bridg'e 
lo the city, that is to say, the amount 
paid by tile goverument was, lirst of all, 
to be deducted from tho cost of the 
liriilge, and the street railway would 
pay a (luarter of what was left. Sev- 
eral of the aldermen objected that this 
was uQws to them, apd that so far as 
they knew, the conipiiny were bound to 
pay 25 per cent, of the cost up to ^;'2().- 
000, which latter amouut was the limit 
of their contribution. The solicitor 
pointed out that the minutes of the 
council showed that tho contract had 
been read over to, and approved by, the 
council. 

Ill onler that local labor aud materii 
shall alone be used as far as iiossible. a 
clause has been inserted in the specili- 
catioiis that no Chinesi* or Japanese 
shall be employed ti|ioii the works, and 
that till' minimnm wage shall be 
for nine hours' work. The la.tter i)oint 
caused some discussion. Aid. ' Williams 
iusistiug that the number of hours should 
be omitted, -while the city solicitor point- 
eil out that the eontraetor was not 
bound to work his men longer than eight 
hours a day. if he pleased, but he must 
iioi pay t hem less than .$2. 

The "engineer slated that the pre 
liriiK-o would lie kejit <ipeii, and that at 

1110- t I here W'lul'l iioi be a longer period 
than two or llirce ilays when vehicular 
Irallic would be i lit errii]itod. The jiro 
visions f.ir arbitration and all <ilhe 
poiiils haviiiL' been looked into, liol li lei 
lers were received and 'tiled. ()ii motion 
of .v.vi. Cameron, the plans and siieciii 
cations as apiiroved by the sireet rail 
way comiiaay and the city engineer, 
were accepted, and the city clerk was 
instructed to insert advertisements 
mediately calling for tenders, 4 o'clock 
p.m.. of 'Monday, October l:i, being th< 
time limit up to which such tenders will 
iie received. 

Aid. Williams asked the city eugiueer 
if the mutter of wideuiug .lohusou street 
had been carried out as directed. The 
city engineer said that .Mr. Norris had 
lieen |iaid lor Ins proiiorty and had beeu 
uotilied to move his fence buck, but us 
yet nothing had been done. 

'J'heii. AW. Wurthington directed at- 
tention to tht niauuw iu which the 
rermihal Kailway company had left the 
yard at the rear of thi» Mltrkfit. It was 
ii'iw ill such a state that it was almost 
impii>.-ible for the corporation to make 
use of the weighing machine. The 
siiperiiitemlcMit of tile market had com- 
lilaiiicd that he hud uotilied the railway 
peoii.e repeati'diy, but uo attention had 
liceii paid to the matter.
